School of Forestry 


Montana’s School of Forestry dates back as 
far as 1908 when the Government Forest Serv 
ice, in co-operation with the University, estas 
lished a Ranger School on the campus, The 
Forest Serviee, ot this time, furnished all the 
lectures except in botany and surveying. Tn 
1910 the Forest Service could no longer secure 
sufficient funds to continue the management of 
the school and so the University took if over 
In 11%, the state legislature passed a lull extol 
lishing the present School of Forestry im the

one hundred miles are lated seventeen national forests, five timber reserves 
and a national park. 
Besides this, the school has a large forest nursery and has aequired fifteen 
hindered acres of timbered land to provide a forest workshop.

way at the prescnt time to develop this land into a demonstration forest 


School of Journalism 


During the fifteen vears that the School of 
Journalism has been on Montana's campus, it 
has had startling growth, At the present time 
its enrollment execeds that of any other sehool, 
Dean A, L. Stone, under whose leadership the 
Montana School of Journalism has become wide 
ly recognized for its high standard of instruction 
and progress of graduates, founded the school 
im 1914. 

Beginning with a few small tents for its 
classrooms, the school later moved into a small 
biniiding that has since been destroyed. In the 


autumn of 1920. the school moved from there to 


its present location in Mareus Cook hall. **The 
A. L. Stone, Dear Shack,”’ as it is called, presents the features of 
newspaper work under conditions which parallel 

those which exist in a newspaper office. Students are given training in gather 
ing, hundling, and presentation of news as well as in managerial and «litorial 
work. An important part of the curriculum is the study of news values and 
of current events.

The Paeifie Coast conference mect held in Missoula at the end of the 1924 
season brought the greatest aggregation of athletes ever to appear in Montana. 
Every school in the conference except Stanford was represented and the entry 
list included such nationally known stars as Brix and Steve Anderson of 
Washington ; Barnes, Borah, Williams, and Payne of U.S. C.: Sisson of Oregon 
State; Foster of Washington State, and Cleaver of Idaho as well as members 
of the Montana team who showed particularly well, 


Otto Bessey stood out as the leading performer for Montana in the meet 
by overcoming great odds to cop the javelin throw with a toss of 183 feet, 9 
inches. Bessey, a small man, made his great throw in his last appearance as a 
Grizzly athlete and, incidentally, established what was then a new state mark. 
The 1928 captain, Barkes Adams, ran a beautiful race in the 88-yard run to 
win a second for his team while George Martin took fourth in the mile run. 
Other point winners for Stewart's squad were Frank Curtiss, who won third in 
the two-mile, Jake Miller with a three way tie for third in the pole vault, and 
Tom Davis who took fourth in the 220-vard dash.
